Democratic Than Ours; -According to Observ- 
er,and With Closer Check on Power.

N ‘almost every: outward aspect the 
Legislatures of both Australasian 
countries: of * Australia’ and New 

fand are exact replicas of the 

ritish Parliament. There is a 
representing the 
King: On the assembly of Parliament 
this functionary reads an imitation of 
the King’s ‘speech in the British Parlia- 
‘Yhent.. In New" Zealand this custom is 
followed ‘out in every detail. 

First “Black Rod” appears in the au- 
gust presence of the »King’s ‘personal 
representative. The insignia of office 
borne by that dignified servant looks 
like a long, black fishing pole. Bearing 
his rod at the appropriate angle, he bows 
his’ way out of the upper house and 
proceeds to the.lower house. The com- 


-moners are by him properly informed 


that the Governor General awaits them 


«in the sanctum of the upper house. 


The Senators, who . have. meanwhilc 
been standing in: the presence of the 
Governor General, have been dressed for 
the. occasion with much care and ‘for- 
mality: Many of them wear emblems of 
knighthood and of other distinguished 
British orders and institutions of which 
they are members. The members of the 
lower house presently arrive. In both 
Australia and New Zealand they look 
like nothing so much as a commission 
composed of a member or two each from 
the Legislatures of‘the American States. 
Here is one who might come from Bos- 
ton or Baltimore, and there another 
whose appearance and personality sug- 
gest Arizona or Idaho. 

After the members of both houses have 
been invited to be seated by the Gov- 
ernor General, the King’s speech is read. 
Of course this address has been pre- 
‘pared, a8 at Westminster, by. the Pre- 
mier. But the Governor General uses 
the first personal singular as if the King 
himself were.uttering every syllable. ar 


Westminster the King never knows what : 


his speech will contain until a copy is 
handed to him. In the remote British 
Dominions the King. is probably just as 
ignorant of the contents of “the King’s 
speech’ after it is made as he was 
before. ; 

As a public utterance it is without 
significance. If a war is being waged, 
the members of Parliament listen to a 
few glittering generalities regarding the 
“King’s army,” the ‘‘King’s navy” 
and the “Royal Treasury.” Except for 
a few incidents culled from the events 
of the year, the same speech might be 
used for a century. But these formali- 
ties are not without value. They bring 
vividly before the eye the significant 
fact that the Governments of Australia 
and New Zealand, as well as the peo- 
ple, are British. 


British Plan Americanized. 


The Australian Constitution may be 
easily traced to three sources. The 
principle of . responsible. government, 
which. implies a Ministry wholly depen- 


dent upon the party in: power, is taken 


directly from the British Constitution. 
But the general form and character of 
_, the document are Ameérican. It provides 
:for. a Senate} a House of Representa-~ 
tives and a Federal judiciary. The na- 
tion is made up of States, not Provinces. 
It is perfectly evident upon first read- 
ing that those who wrote that Constitu- 
tion. intentionally took far more. from 


our fundamenial law than from the] 


British,

tralasia, and is Australia’s most impor- 
tant contribution to political science as 
well as to constitutional law. 
Wherever the document is American 
it is super-American. We might have 
such a Constitution: here were Senators 
La Follette, Frazier and Hiram~John- 


»son.to sit down with Mr. Samuel Gom- 


pers on the one hand and Mr. Elihu 
Root on the other to rewrite the Con- 
stitution of the United States. In that 
case we should no doubt discover that, 
while the conservative element had 
found its way into the document, the 
progressive and radical majority had 
written ajl the fundamentals consistent 
with théir average point of view. 

The Federal Government of Australia 
was created by an act of the British 
Government passed in 1900. This was 
what we in America call the “enabling 
act,’”’ by means of which we proceed to 
create new States out of Territories. It 
said that “the provisions of this act in 
referring to the Queen shall extend to 
her Majesty’s heirs in the sovereignty 
of the United Kingdom.”’ The peculiar 
analogy which we shall continue to 
draw between the Australian Govern- 
ment and our own begins at this point. 

The enabling act definitely forms the 
Federal Government out of several col- 
onies already long established as British 
dependencies, as were our original thir- 
teen. It included New Zealand in the 
list, but that proud little colony wished 
to become a dominion and ultimately a 
., nation by itself, so it refused to join. 
Phere is an important something here 
which the visitor in New Zealand often 
Yeels but seldom hears. The New Zea-

The Representatives are all chosen at 
the same time for a term of three years. 
Upon: listening to the debates of this 
House of Representatives and making 
comparisons with the American. House, 
one becomes a ‘convert at once to the 
principle of a small législature.* Seventy- 
two can conduct the public business 
with much greater expedition and effi- 
clency than four hundred and forty-one. 

Ch-ck on the Senate 

The Australian Senate has had its 
wings clipped by the following para- 
graph which.might well make the mem- 
bers of our American House of Repre- 
sentatives green with envy: 

“If. the House of Representatives 
passes any proposed law and the Senate 
rejects or fails to pass it, or: passes it 
with amendments to which the House of 
Representatives will not agree, and -if 
after an interval of three months the 
House of Representatives, in the sam 
or next gession,, again passes the. pro- 
posed law with or without any amend- 
ments which have’. been made, -sug- 
gested or agreed to by the Senate,.and 
the Senate rejects or faiis to pass it, or 
passes it. with amendments to. which 
the House of Representatives. will not 
g@gree, the Governor General may. dis- 
solve the Senate and the House of Rep- 
resentatives simultaneously. But such 
dissolution shall not take place within 
six months before the date of the expiry 
of the House of Representatives by ef- 
fluxion of time.”’ 

Here again, British and American 
methods are intermingled. If the House 
is insistent, all that the Senate can do 
is to hold up a bill passed by the House 
and get it reconsidered. Parliament, 
though each house kas been elected for 
a definite period, may be dissolved by a 
deadlock between the houses and the is- 
sue referred direct to the people through 
a general election. It is noteworthy that 
this paragraph was written just ten 
years preceding the drastic reformation 
of the House of Lords by Mr. Lloyd 
George and his party. 


When, for comparison, we place the 
list of duties prescribed for the Austra- 
lian Parliament beside a similar list 
found in the Constitution of the United 
States, the most important differences 
between the two Governments become 
evident. Curiously the Australian Con- 
stitution, like the Anglican Confession 
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the Government of the comuseartevadth, 
or in the Federal judicature, or in any 
department or officer of _the , Common- 
wealth.’ . 

The chapter. describing the executive 
branch of Government provides for the 
organization of the Federal: Executive 
Council .or ‘Ministry. All those forms 
and offices which in the British Gov- 
ernment at home have resulted from 
the growth of custom are hete ‘defined 
in particular: ‘‘The executive power. of 
the Commonwealth is invested in the 
Queen and is exercisable by the Gov- 
ernor General ‘as ‘the Queen’s represen- 
tative and extends to the execution and 
maintenance of the Constitution and 
of the laws of the Commonwealth.’’ 

The Ministry is called the Federal Ex- 
ecutive Council. The number of Minis 
ters was originally placed at seven, of 
provision was made for the increase of 
this number by statute. Acts passed in 
1915-17 increased the number to nine. 
The members of the Federal Executive 
Council ‘*shall be chosen and sum- 


-moned by the Governor General * * * 


and shall -hold 
pleasure.”’ 


This laste provision must be -inter- 
preted according to the British. custoni. 
The literal-statement is, of course, pure 
fiction. It. only appears to give power 
to the Governor General. The members 
of the Cabinet of the President of the 
United States are his creatures in every 
sense. Only their salaries depend upon 
an act of Congress. In the history of 
our country the Senate, which passes 
upon appointments, has seldom’ pre- 
sumed to interfere with the choice of a 
member of the Cabinet, and could not 
possibly refiove a member after appoint- 
ment, although the Congress might re- 
fuse to provide for his salary. 

In Australia, however, as in Britain 
and all the British dominions, the Min- 
istry is entirely dependent upon the 
majority in the lower house. The Gov- 
ernor General merely goes through the 
form of selecting the Premier, who is 
designated by the leaders of the ma- 
jority party. The Premier then selects 
the other Ministers. 

Our Government has been defined as 
one of. ‘‘checks and balances.’” What 
the fathers intended to do, and actually 
accomplished, was to: place a check

athwart the popular will by baiancing 


it against authority. _They had liveu 
tlirough more than two decades of révo- 
lution and riot and wanted nothing so 
much as peace and order. So they made 
our Federal Government, as the late

also be taken from the decisions of the 
Interstaté Commission,: ‘‘but as to ques- 
tions of -law only.” It is evident 
throughout that those who wrote the 
Constitution of Australia studied with 
the greatest care our constitutional his- 
tory as well as our constitutional lew. 

. If. there ts one branch of govern- 
ment more than any other wherein Brit-. 
ain and the British dependencies may 
teach us much, it Is the judiciary. De- 
mocracy in the British Empire is solid- 
ly based upon public regard for the law. 
Everywhere under the British flag both 
the law and the courts are respected 
in'a way to make a visiting American 
keenly conscious of the shortcomings 
of his own ‘country. 

The high character of the judiciary in 
Australia is due to two factors. First, 
the judges hold office during life on 
g00d ~ behavior. Second, they - are 
themselves ultimately controlled by the 
Parliament. Short terms of. office for 
judges of our State courts and all the 
evil eonditions surrounding their pop- 
ular .élection have cost our judiciary 
much in loss of public esteem. Our 
People generally do not differentiate be- 
tween State and, Federal courts. ‘On 
the other hand, the Federal courts, hav- 
ing no popular check of any sort upon 
their powers, have drawn upon them- 
selves ‘much criticism’ for what, it is 
claimed, are high-handed and tyrannous 
methods and decisions. 

This . widespread popular impression 
has resulted in many unsound and dan- 
Zerous proposals for reforms. Among 
the most extreme of these, perhaps; was 
the suggestion of the late Colonel Roose- 
velt for the ‘‘récall of judicial deci- 
sions.” Such a method of reform, if 
even tried, would undoubtedly destroy 
the judiciary altogether. 

A Lesson for America. 


‘Americans who are sincerely seeking a 


safe way in which to control our. Fed- | 


eral.courts and make them more mind- 
ful of the popular will must be inter- 
ested in the Australian method of se- 
curing’ that result. The Australians 
wished to check the legislative power by 
means of an independent judiciary. But 
here again their British sensitiveness 
regarding, the democratic founda.ions of 
their Government got the best of their 
evident desire to Ameridanize their Fed- 
eration. A striking deviation from our 
Constitution is found. in the following 
provisions:

and these include a muca wider range 
of affairs than the similar list of eigh- 
teen paragraphs found in our Constitu- 
tion.. In our Constitution, conversely, 
the range of the powers of Congress-is 
limited by a longer list of subjects con- 
cerning which it may not Iegislate. 

But. the two documents agree in one 
important phase in which they . both 
differ from the Constitution‘ of Canada. 
The Canadian Federal Government has 
unlimited power, except in so far as 
power is specifically reserved to the 
Provinces, or States. Our Federal Con- 
stitution and that of Australia create 
governments of defined and Imited 
powers. To the States is reserved all 
power not delegated, to the Union. But 
despite the form, the Federa) Govern- 
ment of Australia has, in reality, more 
power than that of Canada. Australia 
délegated more duties to her Federation 
than Canada left to hers in reserving 
td the Provinces. 

To the Federal’ Parliament of Aus- 
tralia is given the power of making laws 
with reference to marriage and divorce; 
the. entire control of railways; the 
power to construct and extend railways; 
postal, telegraphic, telephonic and other 
like services; the iliation and arbi- 
tration of industrial disputes which ex- 
tend beyond the territory of a single 
State; “‘service. extended throughout the 

ommonwealth of the civil. and crim- 
inal process and the judgments .of 
courts of. the States ;..invalid and old- 
age pensions; weights.and measures; 
insurance, other than: State Insurance.” 


Most Powerful Government. — 


Besides these are-all those general 
powers which are exercised by the Con- 
gress of the United States. A perusal of 
this list. will indicate that the Austra- 
Vian Constitution gives the Federal Gov- 
ernment a wider range of legislative 
power than is possessed by any other

Lord Bryce so clearly pointed out, the 
most cumbersome political machine 
known to Western civilization. The 
British Government, since the reform of 
the House of Lords, has no ‘‘checks and 
balances’’*at all.. The majority party In 
the Commons mzy legislate almost as it 
pleases. The Lords may briefly hold up 
legislation’ but may not defeat it per- 
manently. , 
A Democratic Supreme Court. 

In Australia, where they have sought 
‘in so many ways to follow our example, 
they have provided just one check upon 
the Legislature. That is thé Federal 
judiciary. They have, as we have seen, 
no exécutive control of/ the Ministry; 
and there is no executive veto power. 

The ‘Federal Supreme Court, with 
“such other Federal: courts ‘as the Par- 
Hiament creates,’* is a system which was 
evidently taken over directly from the 
Constitution of the United States. The 
powers of the Federal judiciary in gen- 
eral, and of the Supreme Court in par- 
ticular, seem upon first réading to be 
quite the same as with us.. But here 
again the peculiar political mind-of the 
Australian. people gave to the inetitulion 
a Completely..democratic color.

Pride in State Engrosses All. 

In the creation and maintenance of in- 
terest and pride in the State many fixéd 
institutions bear their part. For many 
years June 15 has been set aside‘ as 
Pioneer Day, celebrated all‘ over the 
State but with special ‘reverence and 
elaborate ceremonies at Portland. The 
influences of this annual celebration are 
widespread. The annual ‘‘Round Up”’ at 
Pendleton is another institution, very 
different in kind but likewise’ effective 
In its stimulation of State sentiment. 

There ts, further, an inspiration in cer- 
tain physical charms impressive to all 
visitors and especially valued by Ore- 
gonian folk. The snow peaks, Hood, Jef- 
ferson and the Three Sisters, have a 
powerful hold upon the imagination of 
the people.: Another unique natural fea- 
ture, Crater Lake, makes its contribu- 
tion to the pride and loyalty of the Ore- 
gonians. The Columbia River Highway, 
than which there is nothing of iis kind 
more beautiful: in the whole world, is 
another stimulation to local affection. 
Long familiar with Oregon, at times I 
have wondered if, in their sentiment for 
the naturab wonders and beauties of 
thelr country and in the very natural 
tendency to emphasize these charms, the 
people of Oregon have not done their 
vital interests an injustice. Oftentimes I 
have found that the fame of Oregon has 
rested rather upon her noble river and 
her glory of snow peaks than upon con- 
ditions of greater material value. Be 
this as it may, Oregon presents to every 
sort of man objects and conditions of in-

The fundamental industry of Oregon 
is that of agriculture, in which I classify 
both the fruit growing and the live 
stock interests.

Surpassed. In the year 1922 Oregon 
produced for export general farm prod- 
ucts to the value of $75,000,000, fresh 
fruit shipments of $15,000,000, dairy 
products $21,000,000.

000 boxes of apples, 1,000,000 boxes of 
peaches, 3,000,000 of pears, 65,000,- 
000 pounds of prunes, 114,000,000 pounds 


15,000,000 bushels of potatoes, 38,000,000 
pounds of carrots, 6,000,000 pounds dried 
beans. Of field products, she exported 
22,000,000 ‘bushels of wheat, 10,000,000 
bushels of hops, 8,000,000 bushels of 
oats, 2,300,000 bushels of barley.

live stock census of Oregon in 1922 was: 
Range cattle about 800,000 head, dairy 
cows 115,000, hogs 800,000, shéep 1,800,-

industry in Oregon. ‘ 


Canal an Export Developer. 


While Oregon has missed thé growth 
in population that would have come with 
early development of her timber re- 
source, she has this to her credit, 
namely, .that in large measure her 
forests have been saved. While exploita- 
tion of the Oregon timber fields has been 
slow in coming, it has come at last, 
and today the timber industry is per- 
‘thaps second only to that of agriculture. 
According to the census of 1922, there are 
625° saw mills, small and great, in the 
State of Oregon, employing 22,884 -men 
and producing annually, meinly for ex- 
port, timber products in the aggrégate 
value of $53,213,000. I will not burden 
this writing with further details of 
manufacturing industry in Oregon. The 
record is not one of great importance, 
as besides lumbering and fruit canning 
and the live stock interest there is 
little that goes beyond local supply and 
consumption.

Deterioration in Politics. 


I tin now to the political life of Ore- 
gon, and with no great pleasure, for 
under @ curious ‘combination of influ- 
ences the State in recent years has 
Measurably declined in her political 
character as compared with earlier 
times. For many years Oregon was 
made notable by the talents, powers 
and distinctions of ‘the men who 
represented her at Washington.

In Tux New Yorx Trues of Dec. 1 
I find that Secretary Hughes quoted 
Chief Justice Marshall as declaring: ~ 

“No principle of general law is more 
universally acknowledged than the per- 
fect equality of nations. * * * It re- 
sults: from this equality: that no one 
can rightfully impose a rule upon an- 
other.” 

To show his approval of ‘that opinion 
of our great Chief Justice and! to make 
it more emphatic, Secretary Hughes 
told his audience: 

“at the first session of ‘the American 
Institute“of International Law, held in 
Washington in the early part of 1916, 
the jurists representing the American 
republics adopted a declaration of the 
rights and duties of nations. This dec- 
laration stated these rights and duties 
_ ‘not in terms of philosophy or of ethics, 
but in terms of law,’ supported by de- 
' cisions of the Supreme ‘Court of the 
United States. The declaration set forth 
the following principles: 


III. Every nation is in law and be- 
fore law the equal of eve other na- 
tion veeeens to the society of na- 
ous. and all nations have the right 

o claim and, according to the Decla- 
ration: of Independence of the United 
States, ‘‘to assume, among the powers 
of the earth, the separate and equal 
station to which the laws of hatere 
and of nature’s God, entitle them.” 

IV. Every nation has the right to 
territory within defined boundaries 
and to exercise exclusive jurisdiction 
over. its territory, and all persons, 
bbe ma native or foreign, foun 

erein 

V.. Bvery nation entitled to a right 
by the law of nations is entitled to 
have that right respecte]. and pro- 
tected by all the other nations, for 
Fight and duty are correlative and the 
right of one is the duty of all to pre- 
serve, 


“It cannot be doubted,” declared 
Secretary Hughes, ‘‘that this declaration 
embodies the fundamental principles of 
the policy of the United States in re- 
lation to the republics of Latin 
America." 

When the Secretary of State of the 
United States so emphatically reaffirms 
those’ principles, based, as he declares, 
upon. decisions of our own Supreme 
Court, ‘it becomes pertinent to think of 
Article X. in the Treaty of Versailles.

“Bia first affirmative policy should be 
solely a declaration of intention on the 
part’ of the United States, as most of | 
the Latin republics, as integral members 
of the League of Nations, are duly rec- 
ognized by the majority of the leading 
countries of the world as possessing 
equal rights and being on equal footing 
with any ‘other independent State. 

Mr, Hughes’s second policy .demands 
non-aggression on the, part of any na- 
tion, the United States and the Latin re- 
publics included, which might menace 
the territorial integrity of the latter. 
This, naturally, can have no retroactive 
application, as in such a case it would 
mean. the devolution by this: country to 
Mexico of her lost provinces, or of 
Panama to Colombia. 

The third policy indicdtes that Mr. 
Hughes has once more hoisted over the 
heads of the Latin republics Mr, se- 
velt’s big stick; and that the United 
States will have to play. the policeman 
in any case which she may deem ‘“‘con- 
fiscatory policy’’ on the part of any of 
our Hispanic Governments. It. will be 
the duty of the United States in such 
circumstances, I presume,-to step in 
and make a thorough -investigation of 
our ways of doing justice to any for- 
eign claimant. On the other hand, the 
United States maintains an attitude of 
puritanical comity and carries on cor- 
dial diplomatic intercourse with a Gov- 
ernment like that of Juan Vicente 
G6mez in Venezuela, who, not satisfied 
with establishing during his long dicta- 
torship a “‘confiscatory policy’’ of the 
most valuable properties of native Vene- 
zuelans for his own private benefit, has 
rehearsed and improved upon, under the 
very nose of Uncle Sam, all the hideous 
cruelties of Tom4&s de Torquemada. 

Mr. Hughes’s fourth policy makes 
available the friendly assistance of this 
country to promote stability in those of 
the sister republics which are especially 
afflicted with ‘‘disturbed conditions,’’ in- 
volving their own peace and that of 
their neighbors. It ige hard to know 
exactly what he calls disturbed condi- 
tions. In the case of Venezuela, for 
instance, a peace that is solely main- 
tained by force of bayonets, and within 
the scope of which the tives of the citi- 
zens, together with their properties, are 
at the entire disposal of a fickle little 
tyrant; signifies if not a disturbed at 
least a very disturbing condition. ‘The 
vital things in the Monroe Doctrine, 
says your editor today, are its defense 
of national independence and free gov- 
ernment. Gémez’s dictatorship, there- 
fore, is far beyond ths pale of the Doc- 
trine. °

Ever since these official obituaries 
were pronounced Uncle Sam has been 
gpecin’ things at night. A mere glimpse 
of the League makes him squirm. Turn- 
ing his back upon fifty united nations, 
he tossed the world over to a sclf-con- 
stituted and highly autocratic Supreme 
~Councli, and has.sat by consenting— 
holding. their garments as it were—whilc 
the usurping quartet bungled the af- 
fairs of the world. Quite like the youth- 
ful athlete who leaps into the trench 
and with a few swift turns of the 
shovel shows the day laborer how 
quickly the job might be done, our 
Uncle stepped jauntily into the front 
of the League program of disarmament 
and called a conference of his more 
important neighbors to show how world 
affairs should be settled. And he really 
made a good showing; so /good that 
world. conferences became the fashion 
and ran the course of all fashions, with 
the result that Uncle Sam himself will 
hesitate ‘a ‘Jong time “pefore he calls 
another.

‘To avoid recognizing. the League, to 
which he might have’made his business- 
ike proposal as bluntly as he pleaccd 
without offense and with some hope of 
muccess, he‘sent the Secretary of State 
skating out to New Haven to makc a 
speech, get it printed in the papers, 
send copics to members of the aforc- 
gaid Supreme Council, and listen for the 
echoes. The echoes are still reverberat- 
ing. He cannot, co-operate with the 
League directly in matters of the pro- 
tection of health, the regulation of the 
opium. traffic. -(in which he is the chief 
sufferer), or the suppression of vice, but 
must go around by Robin Hood's barn 


achieved by averting war or by settling 
disputes, important as these are. The 
League is designed to enable nations to 
work out world problems together and 
to- serve as a vehicle for world: senti- 
ment. It at least lays a track for tho 
movement of affairs that concern all 
mations but transcend the jurisdiction 
of any. 

Does the United States propose to 
allow such affairs to be scttled without 
us, or does it prefer to settle with one 
nation at a time while the fifty scttle 
between themselves at a stroke? Or, 
indeed, does it assume that there are no 
such affairs? 

Every thoughtful man must realize by 
now that the United States faces one of 
two alternatives with reference to the 
League of Nations, If the League lives, 
the United States must some day cnter 
it. If it dies, the United States must 
bear the responsibility of killing it.

Its teaching, a duty to ex- 
‘terminate the infidels, has not changed 
nor .has there ever. been a. new revela- 
tion by a. prophet; but Dr. Barton 
says, ‘‘after the repeated declarations at 
Lausanne’ of the spokesman for the 
United States of the universal con- 
demnation of the atrocities committed 
against her subjects by the Turkish of- 
ficials ahd by the Government there can 
-remain no doubt upon this point.’”’ No 
cyvubt? Butt what does the treaty say 
about it? 

The Turks at Lausanne knew there 
was no doubt upon this point; but they 
laughefi at the demand of the Allies 
and the delicately and mildly put sug- 
gestions of our “Opserver.”. Has Dr. 
Barton forgotten that the grrogant rep- 
resentative ‘of Mustapha Kemal not 
only, bluffed the Allies on the showdown 
on. their demand for a home for the 
Armenians, but: remarked .with a sneer 
and a smile that if the United States 
should back that demand with 100,000 
mén on the Cilician Coast “we 
would fight it out with them;”’ ‘‘if*they 
backed it with 250,000 we might discuss 
it with them’? To whom was this 
said? To a representative negotiating, 
‘on ‘the part -of the United States, a 
treaty after the act of severing dip- 
lomatic relations. What was the status 
of the United .States on the Armenian 
question at that time? Millions of its 
people had denied themselves and had 
=a tens of millions of dollars to re- 

lieve ‘the victims of Turkish massacres,

military leaders of the gallant Armenian 
Army had been thanked in the name of 
the Allies, including ‘the United States, 
for their successful military operations. 
The Senate of the United States and 
the State Department had recognized 
the Republic of Armenia. The President 
of the United States had been requested 
by the Supreme Council to act as an 
arbitrator to delimit the boundaries of 
the new republic just recognized. He 
had done so. Both political parties had 
given assurance that all would be done 
for the Armenian people that could ‘be 
done. Mr. Wilson had promiséd to send 
@ message along the lines of Daniel 
Webster’s Liberia message stating that 
“the United States would view with 
grave concern sny encroachment ‘upon 
the infant republic or any failure ‘to 
rut it in ‘possession of its territories 
thus authoritatively awarded to it,’’ pro- 
vided his successor, then recently 
elected, would assure him of a contin- 
uity of such governmental Policy. 

I went Mr. Gerard to Marion, 
Ohio, and secured from Mr. Harding a 
cordial and very prompt assurance that 
he would adhere to such a policy and 
approve the sending of such a communi- 
cation to Turkey and the powers. He put 
in a call for Senator Lodge on the long- 
distance for that very purpose while we 
were there. Mr. Hughes~wds 3t that 
time a member of the Committee for the 
Independence of Armenia and -had* not 
yet signified his willingness to’ ‘accept 
the Cabinet office of Secretary of State, 
for Mr. Harding said to me; “‘If. the 
Secretary I hope te have had already 
accepted the portfolio I would have re- 
ferred you directly to him.’’ 


Mr. Wilson never sent such a message. 
Mr. Harding never sent such a message, 
and Mr. Hughes having become Secre- 
tary leaned over backward in his habit- 
ual official attitude not to allow any of 
his acts to even seem to be dictated by 
any former relationship.

Running through the reverend. doc- 
tor’s whole argument his complaint is 
that the failure to. ratify the treaty 
means the closing of all American in- 
stitutions. Well—suppose it did?. 


Dr. Barton knows that I am in- 
terested. in the. maintenance of philan- 
thropies and misssions throughout ‘Tur- 
key. “My ‘father gave over half a cen- 
tury of a devoted. life to the missionary, 
cause in. Syria, and I haye other rela< 
tives engaged in that work today; but 
if the alternaisve be closing up of our 
institutions on the one hand and con- 
doning the crimes of the Turks on the 
other, then I know’ what my: ‘father 
would have said and how he would have 
decided. If to reject.the treaty resulted 
in American. institutions being “closed 
up by official Turks for one day or one 
thonth the Amercan people would be 
aroused, the millions of those who have 
been patiently providing for the Near 
East Relief,’ and “as patiently hoping 
that these atrocities would be ‘brought 
to a permanent close, ‘would risé: up, 
exert pressure on official Washington 
and insist upon the immediate formula~ 
tion and execution of a. righteous pol- 
icy. Remember the Dey of Agee 
and the Spaniards in Cuba! 


The ,ratification of a treaty reduced 
to writing after. our negotiator had 
abandoned demands for an Armenian 
home and the. recognition of the rights 
of Chirstian minorities could! have but 
one interpretation... Oral . negotiations 
are superseded by the written text. We 
would go permanently on the records of 
history as having.made generous’ prom- 
ises and failed to fulfill them by sign- 
ing a treaty, omitting any guarantee 
on these points’ and patently and con- 
spicuously purporting to protect com- 
mercial rights -alone.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A contributor writing in Tuz NEw 
York Times of Nov. 18, over the name 
of “Fair Square,’’ makes an attack 
upon the Chemical Warfare Service of 
the United States Army as bcing a vic- 
tation of the spirit of the Disarmamcnt. 
Conference. 

It-is plain that our friend is not a 
cherrist, and does not appreciate the dif- 
ficuity, nay, the futility, of attempting 
to proscribe by treaty or. statute the 
development of agents which may be 
used in ehemical warfare, and inciden- 
tally he is unaware of, or forgets, a 
number of othcr points on this subject. 

Undoubtedly most Americans‘ are op- 
posed to huge armaments, but*by the 
same token most sane and practical men 
are likewise in favor of such military 
preparedness as will insure our ability 
to defend ourselves against aggression 
and to command the respect of those 
who might covet our prosperity. 

It is true that the Disarmament Con- 
ference did express disapproval of the 
‘use of chemicals in warfare. But both 
England and France, although they both 
subperibed to the banishment (on papcr) 
of this form of warfare, admitted al- 
most immediately that this was-more a 

pious hope than an expectation, that in 
the future we would’ not have to cope 
with chemical warfare, and that it 
would be very. unwise for any nation to 
neglect the velopment of means. of 
defense against such attacks in the 
future. Why?

| Bat even if there is no deliberate in- 
vestigation of this subject by’ special 
Government agencies, it is impossible to 
prevent the development of agencies 
that may be available in warfare. 
Every one of the chemical agents ‘which 
were most effective in the reccnt war 
had been developed in peace time, Jong 
before the war, and with no thought of 
their possible value in -warfare. . Both 
chlorine, which was the first gas used 
in a chemical attack during the last war, 
and phosgene, one of the most poisonous 
matcrials used in .the »war,. had becn 
known for decades ‘and had been manu- 
factured and used industrially on an 
enormous scale Jong before the out- 
break of the war. And the dreaded 
mustard gas which was used with such 
terrible effects in the Champagne and 
on other battlefields had been developed 
and fully describedin the chemical liter-

MERICAN industrial leadership 
realizes fully that the’ employer 
is, first of all,-a citizen, and 
therefore concerned in protecting 

\ and, developing the country’s so- 
cial life and institutions no less than to 
strengthen its economic fabric.. ‘‘How 
can. we get that immigration,’’ indus- 
trial leaders ask, ‘‘which is necessary to 
our continued industrial development, 
and which at the same time will not in- 
tensify present economic, social or 
political problems nor create new ones?” 

Their own prompt answer is that .we 
must know and understand all impor- 


tant facts and factors in the ‘immigra-. 


tion’ problem and’ predicate thereon an 
adequate national policy and law. Have 
we this information at hand now, and do 





we saicptiiad and interpret it vps amtan 
and ively? 

In 1820 the population of the United 
States was 9,638,453; the immigration 
for that*year was 8,385, . The estimated 

population of the United States on June 
20, 1923, was 110,663,500; ‘the immigra- 
tion in, the year ended that date. was 
522,989, while 81,450 persons emigrated, 
leaving a net immigration gain in that 
year of 440,469 persons. This immigra- 
tion stream has had its value; through 
it the United States has been materially 
aided in building up its productive activ- 
ities and in attaining its dominant in- 
dustrial position. ‘Within ‘a century 





es! 


} since 1820, however, vast changes havé 
taken place in the economic and social. 


structure of our country, as well as in 
the Character of the immigration stream 
itself, and the benefits from immigra- 
tion have partly been offset by certain 
deterious effects. The fact that the 
immigration influx has readily been 
absorbed in the past would seem to war- 
rant the assumption that the excess of 
births over deaths in‘the resident popu- 
lation alone was not sufficient to meet 
the growing need for an adequate labor 
supply commensurate with economic 
demand and industrial growth.. The 
need in part has been met. by influx 
from: abroad of. virlle -man- er .re- 
quired for labor on farms, in factories, 
in mines, and in the fields of: trans- 
portation, commerce and trade geh- 
erally. 


Many of these immigrants, accustomed 
to a lower standard of living than pre- 


\ 


vailed in “the United States, have been 
willing at first to work at lower wages, 
which made it possible to build up ih- 
‘fant industries. until] these became’ strong 
enough to’ meet the demAnd for a normal 
wage. At times, . also, immigrant 
groups have brought with them’ special 
abilities in new fields of production and 
have thus helped to create and gevelop 
mew industries here. On the other hand, 
the increasing -medley of 
tongues, éspecially in more recent de- 
cades, has made for difficulties in gov- 
ernment that were quite unknown in 
previous periods. 

Opposed to this view of the value of 
‘Immigration, there are. those who hold 
that our material progress would have 
been greater without all or a large part 
of this immigration, and that our social 
and poltical life thereby would ~ have 
developed along finer lines, They point 
out, that, being endowed with a great 
abundance of natural resources, the 
United States -has progressed so phe- 
nomenally because this progress took 
place in a period. when science and 
technology were just being made avail-. 
able for industrial purposes to.men who, 
in our form of government, enjoyed an 
unusual degree of freedom in utilizing 
their initiative and ingenutty,  un- 
hampered by class or caste restrictions. 
The resultant economic development in 
the last fifty to seventy years was 
greater than that which had been \made 
during the whole of the historical era 
preceding that time.

volved the acceptance by every one of 
a fiction for a fact. Then it created a 
new set of facts, and now we have 
com posers—apparently Arthur Lourie 
is pne—who take their stand on the 
new facts, 

What was the fiction so long re- 
ceived as fact? Mainly the use of one 
note to represent two or more. Take 
the same example at the plano and 
strike the note C with the note called 
indifferently G sharp or A flat. Lis- 
tened to without prejudice it sounds 
fairly concordant, and the interval of 
a minor sixth which it makes is de- 
scribed theoretically as an imperfect 
concord. But now deliberately preju- 
dice the ear by touching E between 
those notes and you instinctively 
think ‘of the interval, not ‘as a minor 
sixth, but as an augmented fifth, 
which in point of fact is a fairly 
strong discord. ‘The piano then dis- 
tributes consonance and dissonance 
not according to actual sound but ac- 
cording to a preconceived notion con- 
veyed to the brain by an associgtion 
of ideas, That association is clearly a 
subconscious comparison of the tem- 
pered acale with the untempered or 
true scale as it exists in voices, Yio- 
lins or natural wind instruments. 
The ear takes the will for the deed 
and pretends to hear ccncord or dis- 
cord according ag the context seems 
to require it. 

Composers went on for generations 
composing for the keyboard instru- 
ments as though they were writing for 
voiges and strings, relying on the lay- 
alty of their hearera to translate their 
music back into the true scale, All 
the great composers for the piano of 
the last century, Beethoven, Chopin, 
Liszt and Brahms, did this and built 
up their music for the ‘keyboard 
around this universally accepted fic- 
tion. «In them it might be said is the 
justification of the Iie; it lay success-

Puture histerlans of the art will 
probably draw a distinct line from this 
point and be able toe trace an ever wi- 
dening cleavage between two types of 
musical composition. the one based on 
the facts of true intonation, the other 
on the approximations ‘of the’ piano! 
From the latter come al) those at- 
tempts to divide the ectave inte fur- 
ther subdivisions, which are at pres- 
ent more debated than acted on. If 
it may contain twelve equal semitones, 
why not twenty-four equal querter 
tones, er, as Busoni, ene of the areat- 
est of living has suggested, 
thirty-six equal sixth tones? The logic 
of the argument is unanswerable once 
the pianistic premises dre accepted. 
It can be done and the ear can he- 
come ae¢climatized to the process. So 
far all we can say ie that the piano 
has cajoled the ear into accepting dis- 
sonance without relating it to cen- 
sonance, It has not turned the one 
into the other, That can never do, 
bécause the physical laws of sound 
are against it, and they are inexorable. 
But it has produced the present state 
of things in which we can hear vamit- 
igated dissonance and find music fn it, 
We may believe, and my personal con- 
viction abides in the belief, that it 
must always bea poorer kind of music 
than that which is founded*en the 
relation of dissonance to consonance, 
because it forfeits the first natural re- 
source of the art of sound, Rut that 
does not dispose of it; there are other 
resources open to it. We have seen

MacVeagh, ‘Harvard , ere 
boring. from -within that small 
circle which is popularly supposed 
to be fringed. with tutors and 
“walets and chauffeurs. One is a son of 
“"Phomas~ W. Lamont of the’ banking 
house bf J. P. Morgan & Co., the 
other is a grandson of Wayne Mac- 
Veagh and a grandnephew. of Franklin, 
_MacVeagh, former Cabinet .members; 
and his fathersis an official: of the 
United States Steel Corporation. ~ Both 
the young men, that is to say, belong 
by right to the group regarded popu- 
larly as specially favored at Harvard. 
When MacVeagh wrote an article last 
February for the Advocate entitled, 
“The College B Damned” (‘‘B” re- 
ferred to the mark in grading students) 
and urged that the scholastic stand- 
ards be raised so undergraduates must 
work instead of loafing their way 
college, there was a deal of buz- 
"st about the Yard. Either as a con- 
gequence or a coincidence the standard 
was raised for the freshmen, It wasn’t 
raised enough to suit MacVeagh, who 
averg that he wert through his fresh- 
man year at Harvard on what he had 
learried when he was nine or ten years 
old. By. 
./ Then there came a few days ago 
something which made Harvard lift its 
well-bred eyebrows. Huge placards 
were posted, bearing in flaming letters 
three, inches high, this legend: 


WHO RUNS 
HARVARD 
AND WHY. 
Corliss Lamont. 
The Advogate. 25 Cents. 


Lamont said the placards were ‘‘dis- 
graceful." They were the enterprising 
output of G; L, Stearns, '25; one of the 
business. editors of ‘The Advocate; and 
“he told: me, with a good déal of pride, 
that there had been a big kick-back 
from the article, in letters and telephone 
messages, one from the Superintendent 
of Schools. in a Massachusetts city. 
Stearns said it had caused more excite- 
ment than if it had dealt with the Ku 
Ktux. But he promised Lamont he 
would reduce the size of the advertise- 
ments. 

Only to the size could Lamont object, 
for the startling words at the top of the 
placard formed the title he had chosen 
for ‘his article. He had written about 
the charge that Harvard is a ‘‘hotbed of 
enobbery” and is run ‘‘by a clique of 
private schools,"’ and he had analyzed 
certain figures to show the basis of the 
‘charge. : 

Two Collegiate Camps at Harvard.* 

At Harvard there are two collegiate 
camps. They might be\described as the 
rich and poor, but that would not tell 
the atory. They miight be called the. in- 
dolent and the industrious, but that 
would be inaccurate. The first is re- 
-cruited from. ‘‘exclusive'’ Eastern pre- 
paratory schools, where tuition fees and 
the cost of living are high; the second 
fg enrolled from the -country’s high 
schools, and numerous: members of it 
are working their way through college. 
A sort of economic determinism is in 
evidence. ‘The first: has: social and 
financfal préstige' and ‘guns’ Harvard; 
outsitie the m; the second shines 
tn thé classroom, ‘and, ft appears, walks 
away with mdst of the scholastic honors. 

Until Lamont and MacVeagh came 
along this situation was taken com- 
fortably for granted. The assumption 
wae that a poor boy had no chance to 
help manage undergraduate activities.

as much hard‘ work as a magnum’ cum 
laude. He -was inclined to make ‘little 
of social activities‘ as a factor in the 
situation, but he admitted that they 
had a bearing, y aX 

“Private school men comé, for.) thé 
most part from familieg which have 
social prestige,” he seid; ‘‘and’ men 
from old Boston families, who have 
been to Groton or St. ‘Mark’s or some 
other preparatory school, are sent to 
Harvard as a rule. Private school 
men from other towns meet the mothers 
and sisters of Boston men and are in- 
vited to. dinners. and dances and all 
that. Public school men aren’t invited, 
ang probably wouldn’t go if they were. 

“That is the social situation. What

be without Harvard next door is in- 
conceivable. It is too horrible to medi- 
tate upon. Perhaps there would be 
enough native Bostonians to meet thé 
crisis, but at present the private school 
man is doing a splendid job for Boston 
society. - : 

“The social phase is more © pro- 
nounced ‘at Harvard than. at Yale or 
Princeton because Yale and Princeton 
men have to go to New York. Boston 
is right. here. 

“The peak of social success at Har- 
vard itself is supposed to ‘cansist in 
election to one of the eight so-called | 
‘final’ clubs. This is a great diversion 
for the private school men, and in the 
class of 1923 eighty-two of the eighty- 
five members elected to final clubs were 
private school. men. It is in this circle 
that most of those ‘precious associa- 
tions’ and friendships we hear so much 
about sre formed. 

‘‘Now, the private school man is -right 
in feeling that broadening his acquain- 
tance and making friends is an. impor- 
tant part of his career at college. The 
public school man might do well to pay 
more attention to it. The final clubs 
are not barred to him at all, in spite of 
the talk about snobbery at Harvard; 
and he might find it profitable to try to 
‘make’ them, notwithstanding the nu- 
merous clubs and fraternities outside the 
final club group. 


Private School Clique, 


“When you say that Harvard is run 
by a clique of private schools you are 
not far.wrong. There js little doubt who 
runs undergraduate Harvard, in the 
usual’ undergraduate interpretation of 
the word. run. Private school men are 
in. almost complete control of extra-cur- 
riculum ; activities, sports, the musical 
clubs and glee club, the Red Book and 
college publications. -Private school men 
(meaning by that the graduates of all 
endowed institutions, such-as Andover, 
Browne, Nichols and Groton, as well as 
the Roxbury Latin School, which some 
may regard as a public school) mun the 


Their aims are different. .Each group 
overdoes the thing it- comes here to do. 
The ideal remedy would be to bring 
them together, ‘so that both . groups 
would try’as hard for scholastic honors 
as for extra-curriculum distinction; but 
I think the sons of. well-to-do -men 
should certainly také more interest. in 


hope of getting them to do it than to 
persuade the public ‘school men of the 
importance of athletic and, club work. 
“In the, entire group of university sport 
managers in the class of 1923 the man- 
ager of the wrestling team was the only 
high school graduate. During the fresh- 
man year the only high school managers 
were in the golf and rifle teams. But 
the public school men had dcbating al- 
most to themselves, and: that has heen 
the case for.years. In the class of 1923 
the public school men showed about 
twice as‘ well as the»private school men 
in winning scholastic honors. They took 
all the highest honors, three-fourths of 
the honors. and more than two-thirds of 
the. summa cum laude. f 
“The private school men have better 
cultural backgrounds and might be ex- 
pected to take more interest-in scholastic 
work. ‘The ‘truth is that they believe 
the managerial and executive ability 
and the acquaintances gained in 
extra-curriculum work are more valu- 
able. They think it will count for more 
after théy leave college. It is the kind 
of ‘work which develops personality. It 
gives poise and _ self-confidence: A 
managership competition has proyed the 
making of many: a timid and. self-con- 
scious boy. But it is in releasing and 
developing personditity rather than in 
training the mind that extra-curriculum 
work is’most t6'be prized. * 
“Business firms prize it. most. They 
steer clear of the Phi Beta Kappa man. 
They are afraid he will be academic 
and impractical. . And it is perfectly true 
that only one type goes after scholastic 
honors to the exclusion of everything

“I don’t. mean that either group is 
superior to the other. Proficiency in

Both Sides Need to Wake Up, 


“When the private school man and the 
public school man both awake, as I am 
‘hopeful they will .in ‘time, to the full 
opportunities offered to. them at Har- 
vard, several things will happen. There 
wil] be less hanging around clubs, less 
oridge playing, less. super-efficiency in 
the distribution of shoelaces to the fo8t- 
Dall squad and perhaps a.page or two 
jess in The Crimson pre-Yale game issue, 
Which always breaks al} records’ for 
size. There will be less grim seriousness 
in athletics and mare sport; and the 
winners of séholasti¢ honors will look 
more HMke healthy... American citizens 
and less like Egyptian- mummies in tor- 
toise-shell spectacles.

He-is on, the 
soccér .cam and on the.staff of The 
Crimson ;~ an@ « MacVeagh is ‘managing 
editor of The Crimson, as well as as- 
soc wte. editor ef The Advocate. Of the 
two, Lamont seems the.more certain 
that -schdlastic .achievement is wholly 
desirable. MacVeagh admits its useful- 
ness, but what chiefly irritates him is 
the idleness of private school men at 
Harvard. The university requirements 
are such that with twelve “C’s” and four 
“D's” an undergraduate can get an A. B. 
degree; and MacVeagh thinks ,that 
aa mech little work is necessary—so 





little that the undergraduate is likely 
to make no particular effort. 

“Private school men come here with 
@ surplus of, education,” he told me, 
“and instead of increasing the surplus 
they draw on it: They can }do all the 
studying necessary in about: five days a 
month. The rest of the time is spent 
in a.losing struggle to keep themselves 
amused. Some arbitrary measure is 
necessary to make them take an inter- 
est, and I believe ‘that by raising the 
standard’ of requirements the interest 
would be:forced. The student should be 
brought from his. shy: retirement, where 
he hides. his abilities under the bed- 
clothes, and urged tc exercise his latent 
powers to ‘something -like the full. It 
would not be so much compulsion as 
propulsion toward the end he a ty 
desires. é 


A Disheartening . Features.

-HOW SLEMP PREPARES COOLIDGE’S HAT FOR THE R 
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By SAMUEL T: WILLIAMSON. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. 
FTER the Republican National 
Committee meets here this 
week to select a place and time 
for the national convention, 
: formal. and offfcial announce- 
ment is expected of Mr. Coolldge’s can- 
didacy for the nomination. So far as 
actualities are concerned, the announce- 
ment will be but the gilding of the lily, 
for a campaign seems to have been in 
full bloom for many weeks. 

No brass bands, flaming transparen- 
cies, Coolidge-for-President marching 
clubs, and other ‘‘mumbo-jJumboes” of 
political campaigns are needed to’ sup- 
port the impression that.Mr. Coolidge 
expects every delegate to the Repub- 
lican' National Convention to do his 
duty. It needs but a visit to the White 
House and a giimpse at the goings-on 
there. Little smoke may be showing, 
but there is, nevertheless, plenty of fire. 
1 Yet many self-appointed well-wishers 
of the Coolidge political fortunes are 
fearful lest the President should enter 
the campaign too late, They express 
apprehension over the Hiram Johnson 
movement. They listen vainly for a’ 
noise that sounds like a Coolidge ma- 
chine. But have they watched C. Bas- 
com Siemp, secretary of the Presjdent, 
at work?, A machine running efficient- 
‘ty. makes little sound. Clanks and rat- 
tles and noisy explosions are signs that 
it. is running at low speed. 

Neither the President nor his secre- 
tary ever has been charged with being 
a noise-maker; but by their works shall 
ye know them. Day after day visitors— 
important, self-important and non-im- 
portant—enter the Executive Offices in a 
steady stream. They have divers mis- 
sions, some with. requests, some with 
advice, some with congratulations and 

polite hopes’ for the fyture, and some 
merely to “‘pay their respects,” which 
is an overworked phrase for an unin- 
vited call at the: White House. What- 


‘. lever goes on after they get by the door- 


keeper,» the visitors leave apparently 
reasonably satisfied. “Send the com- 
-‘muters home happy’’—the’ rule followed 
by syccessful playwrights—is just as 
important a working maxim for politics, 

Still they ask when the Coolidge cam- 
paign is to begin. The late» President 
Harding was a companionable soul, who 
enjoyed entertaining. \ His successor has 
been credited as one who participated in 
social gatherings more from duty than 
pleasure..

Tactfal Slemp.at Work.

“Please explain tne difference between 
a radio frequency and audio frequency 
set,” asks a radio follower in New 
Hampshire. The superior set for long- 
distance reception is one employing radio 
frequency amplification. Radio fre- 
quency amplifiers intensify the incom- 
ing impulses while they are radio: fre- 
quency currents; that is, before they are 
rectified to audio frequency currents by 
the detector. Amplification of the cur- 
rents before they reach the detector 
gives them greater power to operate the 
detector. Weak signals from distant 
stations, which otherwise would be too 
feeble to make an impression on the de- 
tector, are given strength by the radio 
frequency: amplifying tubes, thereby in- 
creasing the range of the set. 

Audio frequency amplification gives 
volume to the signals, but does not in- 
crease the range of a set. Audio ampli- 
fier-tubes are placed in thé cirevit after 
the detector, so that signals not strong 
enough to operate the detector cannot 
reach’ the audio amplifiers. The dis- 
tance a, set will cover depends to a great 
degree upon the sensitiveriess of the de- 
tector. - ‘t 

There ate too many vartable factors 
entering into the performance of a re- 
ceiving set to permit a. guarantee to 
cover a certain distance. Atmospheric 
conditions, skill of the operator in tun- 
ing, location of the set and surrounding 


structures are factors governing the 
set’s range. A receiver may pick up

Thousands of radio 
followers in America tuned “for the 
British stations during the recent trans- 
atlantic tests, byt the English waves 
were so feeble when they reached Amer- 
ica that In most cases audfbility was 
too. Uncertain to establish complete proof 
of reception. 

Perhaps the English waves would have 
been received if all American broad- 
casting: ‘stations had been silent, but 
every night several stations continued to 
broadcast while England, was, sending. 
There are about 560 stations in the 
United States. and eight in the British 
Isles, so it is easier to arrange for a 
silent ether over England than in Amer- 
ica, 

Some of the British stations are rated 
with power greater than the large sta- 
tions in this country,’ and for that rea- 
son many wondered why the English 
music did not arrive in this country} 
with considerable intensity. This is ex- 
plained by the fact that American sta- 
tions are rated according to the amount 
ef power output and the English stations] 
by input. Radio transmitters are about 
25 per cent. efficient, so a British sta- 
tion with a\ rating of one kilowatt is 
equal to about one-quarter kilowatt ac- 
cording to the American standard. j 

Regenerative sets which act as small 
transmitters, setting up interference for 
receivers, in the neighborhood are pfo- 
nibited in the British Isles.. In New 
York one apartment building may have 
a dozen or more regenerative sets and 
as ;soon as every one starts to tune 
howls are radiated and near-by receiv- 
ing sets pick up the disturbances. This 
type of interference prevented hundreds 
of New York Hsteners from hearing 
England. 

Superheterodyne sets tapping the ether 
over Long Island had most. interference 
from American broadcasting stations. 
The first test was held’ two weeks ago 
tonight when Marconi spoke. No one 
reported reception of the inventor's 
voice, but several thougint they heard a 
piano played across the sea. This was 
traced to Memphis and a soprano sing- 
ing ‘‘Rose of Piccadilly’ entered the 
ether at Kansas City.. Many. Western 
stations misunderstood the plans~-of the 
first night and interference resulted. 
The next test came Tuesday night and 
interferenee was so strong from Ameri- 
can stations, especially Ames,.Iowa, and 
Bristol, Conn., that the superheterodyne 
at Garden City had no chance to hear 
anything outside the United States. A 
number of listeners reported reception of 
recitations, ‘“‘The House That Jack 
Built’ and ‘“‘Lordon Bridge.’”’ These 
were both broadcast from Montreal. as 
part of an American program. Among 
other selections on the program were 
“Yankee Doodle,” ‘‘America,’’ which 
many thought to be ‘God Save the 
King,” and ‘The -Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.’’ Reception of this program from 


were in tune with the British Isles. 

Thursday night’s test was without suc- 
cess, although there was: less interfer- 
ence from American stations because an 
S OS call from a ship at 9:50 P. M. 
silenced the ether for about half an 
hour. Bournemoutn and London were 
the only’ ‘two English stations broad- 
casting Thursday night. It has been 
said that imagination helps much in 
long-distance reception, and this seemed 
to'have proof Thursday night when one 
American listener said he heard Aber- 
deen loud enough to operate a loud 
speaker. 

The last test Saturday night was an 
effort to establish two-way communica- 
tion, but several stations mixed up the 
intervals at which they were scheduled 
to send and listeners had no chance to 
hear feeble impulses from Great Britain. 
Two sets at Garden City picked up 2L0, 
London, Saturday night, but did not 
hear the entire program.

Attorney General Daugherty,. filed 
papers in the Federal Court last week 
‘for the quashing of the- ‘indictment 
against the American Terra Cotta and 
Ceramic Company, and others in the 
same business on a chargé of violating 
the Sherman anti-trust law, The papers 
state that it would not be possible to 
carry to .@ successful conclusion the 
Prosecution of the remaining defendants. 

It was explained that when the indict- 
ment was found against thé Eastern 
group, which did business in this juris- 
/ diction, a similar indictment was found 
against the national association which 


‘The 
members composing the Eastern group 
pleaded guilty.and were fined. Those 
composing the mid-Western group plead- 
ed guilty to a similar indictment in 
Chicago; thus leaving only. the members 
of the far-Western group as defendants.

‘It’ was stipulated with counsel for 
“the defendants of the Eastérn group 
that upon a plea of. guilty the defen- 
dants composing the Eastern group 
would be exonerated from any charges 
on the national indictment, and that the 
national indictment, so far as it affected 
the members of the WBastern group, 
would be nolled.’’

Club/ when Acting Mayor 
Murray Hulbert, Chairman George Mc- 
Aneny of the Transit Commission and 
Transit Commissioner Leroy Harkness 
told the members that the city and the 
Transit Commission were co-operating 
in the most helpful spirit in attempting 
to’ work out the municipality's transit 
difficulties. 

Mr. MeAneny *spoke of the need for 
more subways, of. the necessity for re~ 
habilitating the elevated lines and of 
the use of amaproved surface cars and 
buses, 

He pointed out’ that: two and a half 
billion rides were paid for last year on 
the subway lines, making a daily col- 
lection of- 7,500,000 nickels; 

Conditions in ‘the subway,-he said, had 
reached’ a..point ‘where indecency was 
almost-a danger, but still the crowds 
keep coming. 

The crying need, Mr.. McAneny . ex- 
plained, was for new trunk lines to-careé 
for the traffic from the existing feeder 
lines, the carrying capacity of which 
could be doubled if necessary.
